I enjoyed our recent telephone calls about coin handling mechanical machinery. I 
hope by now you have received the book I wrote on US Coin Scales and Mechanical 
Counterfeit Coin Detectors. I hope you enjoy a descriptions of this early equipment 
We have a nice collection of these items. 


Since 1958 we have operated a not-for-profit foundation devoted to numismatic 
education, collecting, writing and exhibition. We have operated a money museum in St. 
Louis for 20 years and a new museum (to be part of an art museum) is now under 
construction on the campus of Washington University in St. Louis and willl have our 
money museum in it. It will be open to the public. without any admission charge. 


We have been gathering a nice group of coin handling devices and have recently 
acquired a set of 6 Johnson Coin Counters (one for each denomination) in its original 
wooden case. They in are working order with a few minor pieces missing and we hope 
you will be kind enough to find the missing pieces for us. 


Weare in need of: Three (3) Veeder or similar counters 5 numbers wide (not 
totalizing), 2 inch between mounting holes and with the center rotating stem having on it 
a 45 degree gear with 15 teeth. The gear has a stem with a set screw and is on the main 
shaft. The other three Veeder counters we have contain a 1895 patent date and were 
installed about 1920. A picture is enclosed as you suggested. 


One (1) 13 tooth 2” diameter horizontal gear with center hole and stem with a set 
screw. This gear meshes with the large horizontal gear on top with either 65 or 52 teeth. 


One (1) bottom clamp which screws into the base for attachment of the Johnson 
Counter to a table or support. This has a rod hand for turning. 


Perhaps you have these parts either on old equipment or otherwise available. 
We also have a group of coin changers, dispensers, etc. and wanted to know if your 
company or its predecessors made Johnson Lightning Coin Changers. We have duplicates 
and duplicate parts for these and would be glad to help you there if that is in your area of 
interest.

When I talked to you recently you were so kind as to express your willingness to 
cooperate with us in improving our money handling equipment for our numismatic 
museum collection. 

You indicated that you would check your holdings of equipment to see what you 
might have for us and it can be old equipment including used items. As I said we have no 
Klopp coin sorters or counters. Manual items are preferable and hopefully in working 
condition. We have no currency counters for US paper money. I hope this will not be 
inconvenient for you to look for these items. 

As I explained te you over the telephone we have a complete set of six Johnson 
coin counters (1¢, 5¢, 10¢, 25¢, 50¢ and $1.00) in a standing wooden floor case used by 
banks. We need a few piarts to make them all complete and wonder if you can help us. 
Three have their Veeder counters in good order and three are missing their counters and 
the gear on the counter rotor. I have drawn a picture as best as I can to show what is 
missing and the actual size in millimeters. I enclose it. If there are further questions I will 
answer them. If you have any spare parts which may fit (no special date or maker 
required) that would be wonderful. I will mail you the parts from one of nny counters 
with the gear if that would be more helpful. You said you might have appropriate 
counters which did not work but I am hopeful you have some that do. I wall contact 
anyone else you suggest if you do not have any. 

If you come to St. Louis we would be delighted to show you our US coin 
handling equipment from 1835 onward.

Feeding hopper with a support leg folds over rotary drum feeder(1.5” deep»). The drum is 
7° wide with a metal knob at the center of the circle. The counter is hand operated via a 
crank which drives a belit(s) which turn the feedimg drum and an ejection wheel which 
whisks the coins through the counter and into the delivery chute. The crank, arm and 
handle are missing. The shank of the drive wheel (with the belt on it ) ticks out % “ from 
the wheel. There is a 1” metal pin through shaft whose diameter is 3/8”. The drive wheel 
with the belt connects to: the ejection wheel through a horizontal shaft approx 3.75” long 
There is an adjustment screw which changes the height of the ejection wheel by moving 
the horizontal shaft slightly up or down. There is also a nut to lock the desired height into 
place. The counting is accomplished by a star shaiped tool at the bottom of a vertical shaft 
which is connected to a counter by means of crown gearing. The counter has 4 digits and 
can be reset. The coins are counted as they are caught on the prongs on the star shaped 
tool and the movement through the ejection wheel turns the shaft which counts the coin 
as having gone through the machine. This counter is very adjustable. There are preset 
stops for 1,5, 10, 25 and 50 presumably cents and! also quantity stops for 20, 25, 40, 50 
and unlimited to facilitate filling rolls or to count by rolls. There are on and off switches 
which lock/unlock the apparatus. Because there is only one counter this machine was 
intended to counter one denomination at a time.
